Report of Librarian 


To the Trustees of the Rye Public Library: 


During the past year there have been 97 borrowers’ cards 
issued, and 7,638 books have been in circulation—a decided 
increase over the preceding year. 

At the annual town meeting a sum of two hundred dollars 
was appropriated by the town for the purchase of new books. 
Owing to the increasing circulation, it is necessary to consid- 
erably increase the number of books in each department, 
and in order to accomplish this, more money is needed. It 
has been estimated that about fifty dollars, available each 
month, would accomplish this, and greatly increase the effi- 
ciency of the Library. By the continued addition each month 
of the new books as they are published, it will afford the 
latest references for the school children and newest books 
of fiction for the borrowers; whereas, by purchasing, all at 
one time, it is impossible to add the late editions. 

I have found that the reading room annually grows more 
popular; both aft2rnoon and evening finds many making use 
of the magazines and papers. The trustees allowed me the 
sum of five dollars for the purchase of current magazines. 
This has been augmented by the purchase of others from the 
money paid as ‘‘over time fines,’ and by individual gifts.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the Citizens of Rye: 


The School Board respectfully submit their annual report 
and financial statement for the year ending February 15, 1914. 

The report of the Superintendent gives more in detail the 
work that is being done in the schools, these reports are sub- 
mitted by your School Board for your consideration. 


ScHoot Burtpinas.—We have shingled one side of the 
West school house, freshened some of the paint in the different 
buildings, and other minor repairs. 

We find from year to year that there are many repairs that 
have to be made in order to keep our school buildings up in 
such a condition as to give credit and honor to our town. 

With the co-operation of the School Board, Superintendent, 
Teachers, and Parents, the School Board feels that the Super- 
tendent and Teachers are doing effective work in our schools, 
for where there is unity there is strength. 

We believe that the efficient teaching ability that is secured 
here for our schools by our Superintendent, Eugene Tuttle, 
should be appreciated by us in a substantial manner and con- 
sidered none too good for the scholars of Rye. 

The music during the year has received most careful atten- 
tion, by Miss Lucy M. Hoyt, and is bringing most gratifying 
results. 

The balance this year is somewhat larger than last year, 
but is due to the greater amount raised last year for tuition. 
Of the balance, $809.88, $300.00 is due the city of Portsmouth 
March 20, for tuition for winter term, and $230.00 of the un- 
expended amount raised for tuition must be applied to the 
tuition account, thus leaving a balance of $279.88. This is 
due to the extra amount of $300.00 raised as emergency fund. 

The amount raised and appropriated at the annual school 
meeting for the new addition to the Wedgewood school was 
$1,800.00, the same to be paid for by issue of six notes, each 
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in sum of $300.00, payable respectively in 1, 2, 3, 4, 5 and 6 
years, and bearing interest at legal rate.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the School Board of Rye: 

Gentlemen, I call attention to the statistical tables. These 
are in part summaries of the reports sent to the State Depart- 
ment last July. 

In accordance with the plan for the Grammar school, this 
-room now provides for the pupils of grades VII and VIII from 
the whole town, there being 17 and 13 pupils respectively in 
these grades. The per cent. of promotions last June was 
equal to the state average, 88%. There were 19 pupils in 
grade VIII, 15 were given certificates of admission to high 
school, 14 of these are at present in attendance at the school, 
and, as a class, are reported as doing creditable work. In 
the towns in the state maintaining high schools with about 
the same number of grammar school graduates as Rye, the 
per cent. of promotions from grammar school ranges from 60% 
to 100%. The following table is interesting:

This table apparently indicates the effect of the central 
grammar school arrangement. Notwithstanding the fact 
that a satisfactory and comprehensible mathematical expres- 
sion of the efficiency of so intangible a process as that of educa- 
tion has not yet been devised, last year a plan based upon the 
plan of elementary and secondary school enrollment was used 
by the State Department to rate the efficiency of school sys- 
tems in towns having a high school. The 60 towns range in 
efficiency from 21 to 96 on a basis of 100, with a median of 42. 
Basing a calculation for Rye on the same plan, the efficiency 
this year shows 39, or in a class with Nashua, Plymouth, 
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Hanover, Walpole and Jefferson. The figures on the same 
basis for the past five years are as follows: 


1909, 40; 1910, 37; 1911, 34; 1912, 32; 1913, 19; Jan.; 1914, 39. 


This indicates the increasing inefficiency of the schools with 
the increased attendance of 30% during the same period, 
mentioned later, and with no provision being made to remedy 
the difficulty. Such a sudden decline could not be checked 
instantly, hence the record of last year, but this year shows an 
encouraging gain by this method of rating. 

The number from Rye entering high school last September 
was one third greater than the total number of high school 
pupils from the town the year before. With one to graduate 
from and possibility of thirteen to enter the school this year 
the number of high school pupils may be larger than ever 
before. The tendency throughout the state and country is 
toward increased proportion of pupils entering secondary 
schools. Figures for this state show, in period of ten years 
ending 1910, a high school enrollment increase of 95% and a 
population increase of 4.6%. Beginning this year, pupils 
of grade VIII whose daily and test work has satisfied our 
requirements will receive certificate for high school. Any 
with deficiencies to be made up by summer study will be 
required to take the tests in the fall at Portsmouth instead of 
at Rye as heretofore. In this connection I call attention to 
the new law which requires attendance at school until the 
age of 16 years, unless the elementary school course is com- 
pleted before a pupil is 16. 

A study of table III shows a steady increase in attendance 
in five years, an increase of 30% over that of 1908-09. This 
is favorable to the town, considering the fact that practically 
all rural towns in the state show a large decrease in school 
population. The per cent. of attendance was the highest in 
at least six years and reflects credit on parents and teachers 
in efforts to have pupils regular in attendance. The record 
for tardiness was decidedly unsatisfactory. The reason is partly 
evident when you note that of the 310 cases last year, 69 
cases were by children from only five families, of which one 
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family living less than three quarters of a mile from the school 
furnished 35 cases. 

Table II shows the average age of pupils entering grade I 
was 6 years, 3 months. In the state (1911-12) there were 
954 pupils under 5 years of age entering grade I, and, of the 
first four grades with practically the same number of pupils 
in each, more than three times the number of non-promotions 
appeared in grade I than in any of the other grades. This 
is believed to be due to the fact that so many pupils entered at 
such an early age. A year makes considerable difference in 
the capacity of a child to do school work. Of the four under 
five years of age permitted to enter last September, one did 
not come at all, two were dropped and the third cannot possibly 
be promoted next June, judging by present indications. Were 
there a regularly established kindergarten in town, children 
under five could receive benefits which are impossible in our 
regular schools. Most parents appreciate their children and 
the true purpose of the public school and thus do not wish to 
make the schools partake too much of the nature of a day 
nursery whereby they may be relieved of the care of the young- 
sters for a few hours only to add a needless care to the day’s 
work of the teacher, who is not superhuman. 

Two changes of teachers are recorded this year. Miss 
Thwing resigned to accept a two grade room in Gloucester and 
Miss Neal one grade in Rochester. Miss Tyler from Plymouth 
Normal and Miss Dearborn from Westfield Normal succeed 
to the positions at the East and Center. 

The general trend of the class work is favorable and per- 
sistent efforts are made to bring all work to as high a degree 
of efficiency as possible. Regular teachers’ meetings have 
been held every four weeks and at these meetings I have criti- 
cised general class work, given instruction in details of several 
subjects and directed consideration of recent literature of 
professional value. Several blank forms of records, monthly 
reports, etc., have been renewed, and, as fast as new pupils 
are registered, I am changing the office record card system for 
pupils to conform to that recommended by the national gov- 
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ernment and known as the N. E. A. uniform record, it being 
a widely used system throughout the country and enables a 
pupil in case of moving from one town to another to take along 
a record that will assist in placing him to the best advantage 
in the school system of the new place of residence, and also 
furnish a complete record for reference in all cases. 

Music under the direction of Miss Hoyt is as usual. The 
schools are studying an operetta to be given in public this 
term. One was studied last year, but, owing to lack of effort 
on part of the pupils, I could not approve it for public ex- 
hibition. | 

In my recommendation for supplies, I have made no radical 
changes in text books. In reading material, I am endeavoring 
to provide each grade with sufficient material so that the same 
book may not be read over and over, thus supplying fresh and 
interesting material. The supply has been enlarged along 
lines mentioned last year. A set of music books with mis- 
cellaneous songs of interest has been purchased for the grammar 
school, as the old books have been used so long that the songs 
are very tiresome for the pupils and teachers. 

Since September I have issued 22 transportation books in 
accordance with your rule regarding transportation; namely, 
all pupils affected by the uniting of the grammar grades and 
living beyond the limit of one and four-fifths miles to receive 
one fare each way per day. These tickets are the property of 
the town and I am holding pupils responsible for them as for a 
text book. Owing to necessity for accurate account, the books 
are strictly limited to use within one fare limit, and if a pupil 
wishes to ride beyond that, he must look out for the fare. 
Some pupils have used extra tickets and some have been 
given away. On this account, strict and accurate record 
of each book is necessary in order to detect such misuse. 

Despite all efforts on part of teachers and myself, school 
property receives undue rough and careless use. The broken 
windows, locks and such matters are small in themselves, but 
collectively are of greater consequence. They should be at- 
tended to promptly and I know of no better way than that 
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which I recommended last year. The seating capacity of the 
Wedgewood school was made ample by the addition of a new 
row of desks and chairs. Aside from the shingling and 
incidental repairs, the primary room should have a new 
teacher’s desk, the pupils’ seats at the West replaced by 
modern adjustable furniture. In that room the smallest 
desks used by the little people are uncomfortable, unhygienic 
and large enough to accommodate a man weighing 250 pounds. 
At the South, the desks should be replaced by adjustable 
furniture and a new heating and ventilating system installed. 
For this I would recommend something of the type known as 
the Brooks system of heating and ventilating. At the Wedge- 
wood school, storm windows for the north side would make, 
I believe, a favorable difference in the temperature of the room 
and the size of the coal bill. Heavy detachable wire screens 
should be fitted to the windows on the east side of the Wedge- 
wood school building in order that the boys may enjoy the 
greatest of games without fear of breaking the windows. 
I had to stop baseball in the school yard on that account. 
Screens as protection from flies and mosquitoes I would sug- 
gest as in my report of last year. Probably these cannot all 
come in one year, but should be made objects of a definite 
plan. 

_ The Crescent Club has interested itself in the cause of 
modern education in Rye and has made provision for a be- 
ginning in manual training at the West school. A bench 
and tools will be provided and thus may begin work that I 
trust may soon be considered as essential for Rye pupils as 
it is for those in places recognized as providing the most 
desirable features of modern education. I considered, in my 
report last year, possible provisions for manual and domestic — 
courses and need not repeat at this time. It is a generally 
accepted idea that the child’s powers should be at work along 
the same general constructive lines as those which have 
brought civilization into being, himself to actually perform 
those fundamental types of activity which make civilization 
what it is. The new law requiring attendance until the age 
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of 16 renders still more advisable these courses tending toward 
vocational ends. Of the towns in this district, Newington 
alone has made provision for manual training and domestic 
courses, these studies now being in operation there with equip- 
ment second to none in a school that size. 

I would recommend for consideration in school meeting the 
provisions of the new law for medical inspection, with the 
idea of applying it in the schools of Rye. 

On account of the small number of pupils and the somewhat 
inconvenient transportation facilities, I believe it would be 
well to consider operating the West school strictly along the 
lines of the model rural schools at the State Normal Schools, 
in respect to courses, equipment and management.
